Women want Space Shuttle role 


HOUSTON (UPI) — A thousand women have told the federal space agency they 
would like to become astronauts for the nation's space shuttle. 
Officials are accepting it all in stride. 
“I've been pleased with the number of responses and with the quality of people, in­ 
cluding women, who’ve responded,” said Duane Ross at the Johnson Space Center's 
astronaut recruiting office. 


"We've mailed out about 4,000 responses to inquiries. I would guess that probably 
25 per cent of those inquiries have been from the female population. 
"They (women) seem to be very pleased that there’s an opportunity for them to 
enter the space program.’’ 
' Ross said his staff had made no tabulation of requests for information since the 
February announcement that 30 new astronauts, including some women, would be 
chosen by July, 1978. 
The aim is to have them on board for two years of training prior to the nest full- 
scale manned mission, the orbital shuttle tentatively planned for 1960. 


Ross said 30 —15 in an "astronaut-pilot” category and 15 in a "mission-spedallst 
group — is a minimum number and that more might be selected. 
He said many more men and women likely would apply before the June 30,1977, 
deadline. 
"Most of these people are going to wait until late to apply because it gives you 
more time to build up your credentials, your academic background, flying time. 
Aside from the selection of women, Ross said, the first astronaut recruitment 
program since 1967 is similar to six earlier selections that chose 76 trainees, all men. 
"I think the approach we’re taking is just about the same. But the requirements 
are quite a bit less stringent than they have been in the past.” 
Not all the new recruits must be pilots and none has to have advanced degrees, 
although Ross said flight experience and advanced science-engineering degrees are 
desirable.

"Obviously, it still will have to be someone in good physical condition to stand the 
rigors of space flight. We want somebody who’s going to be committed to the 
program.”

Legality 
of debates 
pondered

The Federal Election Commission to­ 
day put off until next week a decision on 
the legality of the proposed presidential 
debates, but representatives of Presi­ 
dent Ford and Jimmy Carter went ahead 
with plans to meet later in the day to 
work out arrangements. 
With Ford in Vail, Colo., and Carter in 
Plains, Ga., the two vice presidential 
candidates were, on the road making 
speeches. Democrat Walter Mondale 
was in New York defending Carter’s 
proposal to pardon Vietnam draft 
evaders, and Republican Robert Dole 
spoke at the Iowa State Fair, rebutting 
Carter’s criticism of administration 
farm policy made the day before. 
Before his speech, Dole told reporters 
no one can promise realistically there 
will never be any grain embargoes, 
something Carter promised Wednesday. 
But it is also something Ford has 
promised. 
"We must give any chief executive the 
right to impose an embargo or restiaint 
at any commodity if we have a shortage 
or a national emergency,” Dole said. 
"Anyone who stands up and says there 
will be no more grain embargoes is not 
being realistic ” 
But Ford, in his acceptance speech last 
week, and again the next day standing 
next to Dole in Russell, Kan., said: "We 
will never use the bounty of America’s 
farmers as a pawn In international 
diplomacy. No embargoes!” 


'Legion disease' kills 2 
from meet Ford attended 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Two 
persons who attended a religious con­ 
ference addressed on its final day by 
President Ford have died from the so- 
called "Legionnaires Diesease,” bring­ 
ing the death toll from the mysterious 
ailment to 28, the state Health Depart­ 
ment announced today. 
The victims attended the 41st Inter­ 
national Eucharistic Congress of the 
Roman Catholic Church, at which Presi­ 
dent Ford spoke on Aug. 8. 
A department spokesman indentified 
one of the victims as Sister Mildred 
Trizil, 71, from Ohio, a nun who attended 
the Aug. 1-8 congress here and visited the 
Bellevue Stratford Hotel on several oc­ 
casions. 
The other victim was indentified as 
Stanley Kuccek, 62, Munster, Ind., who 
attended the congress and stayed at the 
Bellevue Stratford. 
The President flew to Philadelphia and 
addressed a convention crowd of about 
100,000 persons at John F. Kennedy 
Stadium. He did not visit the Bellevue 
Stratford and flew immediately back to 
Washington following his address 
Robert Costello, the spokesman for the 
health department, said Kuccek had not 


been on the list of those sickened by the 
disease, but Sister Trizil was. 
He said Kuccek died Aug. 17 but ver­ 
ification of the death was delayed 
because relatives could not be contacted 
to determine if he met the criteria for 
the disease. Kuccek became ill Aug. 11. 
Sister Trizil, whose home town was not 
disclosed, died Wednesday. The "onset” 
of the disease was Aug. 12. 
Costello said the toll from the disease 
was now 28 dead and 149 ill. The disease 
first struck those who attended the state 
A m erican L egion con ven tion , 
headquartered at the Bellevue Stratford 
Hotel, July 21-24. 
Health officials said earlier today that 
higher than normal concentrations of a 
tasteless, odorless, colorless gas called 
nickel carbonyl had been found in vic­ 
tims of the disease. 
Today’s announcements by the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta and by a 
Connecticut toxin specialist, were the 
first solid clues medical investigators 
have come up with in their efforts to find 
the cause of the illness. 
The disease, which has caused 26 
deaths and made at least another 150 
persons ill, broke out aft«1 a July state

All those who died 
became ill were connected with the con­ 
vention or had visited the convention 
headquarters, the Bellevue Stratford 
Hotel 
The gas is commonly used in making 
plastics, synthetic clothing, some 
printing material and other products. 
Dr. F. William Sunderman Jr., a toxin 
specialist at the University of Connec­ 
ticut Medical Center in Farmington, said 
he had found concentrations of the 
chemical three times above normal in 
the tissues of the victims. 
"These results somewhat further the 
suggestion that nickel carbonyl exposure 
could be a factor in these deaths, but our 
results are by no means conclusive, 
Sunderman said. 
Sunderman said the concentrations 
found in the tissues were "within the 
fatal range” of nickel carbonyl poison­ 
ings reported in industrial settings. 
A CDC official in Atlanta confirmed 
that nickel carbonyl levels found in vic­ 
tims’ tissues were higher than normal. 
But he also said laboratory analysis were 
as yet inconclusive.

Cut revenue 
strings, U.S. 
sharing 
urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - State, county 
and local governments are asking 
Congress to extend federal revenue 
sharing through September, 1962, to 
allow an increase for inflation and to at­ 
tach as few strings as possible. 
That was the theme of Wednesday’s 
Senate Finance Committee hearings on 
extension of the revenue sharing 
program, which expires at the end of 
December. 
States and localities have received 626 
billion in federal tax money under the 
program since 1972, to use virtually as 
they saw fit. 
The House has passed a bill which ex­ 
tends revenue sharing through 
September, I960, at an annual rate of 
$6 65 billion. That was a compromise be­ 
tween congressmen urging a commit­ 
ment of funds to September, 1962, and 
others who urged that the money be ap­ 
propriated only one year at a time. 
Spokesmen for the National Gover­ 
nors’ Conference, National Association 
of Counties, National League of Cities 
and the U S Conference of Mayors urged 
the Senate panel to approve the longer 
extension and to add an annual increase 
for inflation, which the House left out 
Most urged an increase of 6350 million a 
year. 
They also said the House Mil adds too 
many new requirements for states and 
localites to report to Washington on how 
they use the money and that it includes 
overly strict, new auditing require­ 
ments. 
Deputy Treasury Secretary George H. 
Dixon supported the state and local 
governments on all those points 
Dixon and several other witnesses also 
said the House bill contains overly strict 
and complex civil rights protections. 
Existing law bans discrimination as to 


race, color, national origin or sex in 
programs using revenue sharing funds 
Critics have charged these provisions 
are not enforced. 
The House bill requires suspension of 
revenue sharing funds if localities use 
them to discriminate over these things, 
or over religion, age or handicapped 
status, in programs using revenue shar­ 
ing funds. It puts the burden of proof on 
localities to show by "clear and convinc­ 
ing evidence” that such funds are not in­ 
volved. Often, revenue sharing funds are 
mixed inseparably with local budgets.

Reds charge 
U.S. flights 
provocative' 


SEOUL, South Korea (UPI) - North 
Korea charged today that American B52 
bombers were circling over South Korea 
in "very grave and provocative’’ 
preparations for a strike against the 
North 
The radio broadcast by North Korea’s 
Central News Agency, monitored in 
Tokyo, was one of a series of biting at­ 
tacks against South Korea and American 
"imperialists” by the North Koreans 
who had taken a mildly conciliatory 
posture at a meeting the day before. 
The news agency carried portions of a 
commentary from Rodong Sinmun. of­ 
ficial newspaper of North Korea’s Com­ 
munist party, saying: "The large scale 
bombing exercise runs by B52 bombers 
designed for nuclear missions are a very 
grave and provacative military action. 


"The bombing practice runs conducted 
by the U.S. imperialists above South 
Korea with the mobilization of B52 
bombers... are nothing but a war adven­ 
ture aimed at hastening the application 
of the so-called tactics of 'forestalling at­ 
tack* and win-the-war-quick’ operations 
directed against the Democratic Peoples 
Republic of Korea, North Korea,” it 
said. 


In another broadcast, North Korea 
sail Americans intended to use the Pan- 
munjom incident, in which two 
American officers were hacked to death 
by North Korean guards, as an excuse 
for direct military confrontation with the 
north.

The school board's chief negotiator, 
assistant Supt. Alice Milligan expressed 
optimism today that an agreement on 
salaries and fringe benefits will be 
worked out with teachers by Sept. I, first 
day hack at the job. 
Some teacher representatives were 
not so optimistic this morning following 
last night's five-hour negotiating session 
Dave Bickmoie, vice president of Lom­ 
poc Federation of Teachers, said the two 
sides are still far apart on salaries, but 
that the emphasis in the talks had shifted 
to subjects other than money. Latest 
word on salaries was about two per cent 
oo a combined salary-fringe benefit offer 
from Milligan; and about 18 per cent on a 
demand for those same items from 
teachers. 
Bickmore said considerable time was 
spent last night on discussions of district 
grievance procedures and district rights. 


"We want some movement on same of 
these other aspects of the negotiations 
before we’re prepared to talk more sub­ 
stantively on salaries,” he said. 
"Teachers find some of the board's 
proposals of nonsalary issues highly 
objectionable.” An estimated 500 
teachers are affected by the talks. 
Milligan told this reporter this mor­ 
ning: "District did make significant 
compromises last night. We feel op­ 
timistic that we’ll be able to reach 
agreement by Sept. 1.” 
Teachers are due back at their desks 
on that date, with or without a contract. 
The fail term opens on Sept. 7. 
The machinery for handling a last 
ditch agreement is already in motion. 
Teachers and school board represen­ 
tatives were scheduled to meet at 1 p.m. 
today to lay the ground rules for a 
ratification election on Sept. 1, providing 
there is a salary contract to vote oo. A 
move was made some days ago to call in 


the California Conciliation Service to 
conduct the election as an impartial 
third party. 
The school board has scheduled a ten­ 
tative meeting for 5 p.m. on Sept 1 to 
fulfill its part of any ratification effort 
Current negotiations are based on an 
interim agreement for limited negotia­ 
tions that was signed by the school board 
and by Lompoc Education Association 
and Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
Full scale negotiations with teachers 
probably won’t come until sometime in 
October or November, after the state's 
Education Employe Relations Board 
rules on unit determination disagree­ 
ments EERB must say what school 
employes constitute a valid bargaining 
unit.

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Schorr will 
pick jail to 
disclosure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - CBS 
correspondent Daniel Schorr, 
who says he will go to jail 
rather than divulge his sources, 
is faced with a subpoena from a 
House committee bent on learn­ 
ing who leaked him an in­ 
telligence report on the CIA 
eventually published in a New 
York weekly. 
Rep. John J. Flynt, chairman 
of the House Committee on 
Standards of Official Conduct, 
said the panel voted 8-4 Wednes­ 
day, “after considerable dis­ 
cussion,” to subpoena Schorr. A 
tearing was set for Sept. 16. 
The committee has been try­ 
ing without success for five 
months to determine who gave 
a copy of a House Intelligence 
report to Schorr. It was 
published in early February in 
the New York Village Voice 
despite a full House vote that 
the document not be released 
on grounds it contained classi­ 
fied material. 
CBS relieved Schorr, 59, of 
his job as a Washington cor­ 
respondent and said he would 
be suspended with pay pending 
outcome of the House investiga­ 
tion. 


In Los Angeles, Schorr said 
he will appear. “ I will not give 
any information about the 
source,” he said, and he unders­ 
tands “ I could go to jail.” 
“ If you reveal a source,” 
Schorr told interviewers, “ the 


source dries up and you get a lot 
of Watergates.” 
Schorr, who professed sur­ 
prise at the subpoena, said, ” 1 
do not want to go to jail. I’m not 
asking for a confrontation.” In 
his absence from Washington 
“I deluded myself into thinking 
... they would wrap up the in­ 
vestigation. 
“Once they call a reporter, 
there is an inevitable chill to 
reporters in all fields.” 
Flynt told reporters after a 
closed session of his committee 
Wednesday that in addition to 
Schorr, three other subpoenas 
were approved for those con­ 
nected with the Village Voice 
publication. 
They are Clay Felker, editor 
in chief of the New York week­ 
ly, Aaron Latham, who wrote 
the introduction and prepared 
the article, and Shelly Zalaz- 
nick, the editorial director of 
New York magazine, de­ 
scribed as responsible for 
editing the report. 
Staff members of the now 
defunct House Intelligence 
Committee who had not previ­ 
ously testified also have been 
subpoenaed to appear before 
the committee on Sept. 8. 
David W. Bowers, a retired 
FBI agent who heads the Ethics 
committee’s investigative 
staff, testified last month that 
he had been unable to get any 
confessions after more than 420 
interviews with 385 persons. 


House-to-house battles 
fought in downtown Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Rightist and leftist gunmen 
fought house-to-house battles in 
downtown Beirut today and 
right-wing sources said a Chris­ 
tian attack on west Beirut, 
which includes the U.S. Embas­ 
sy, may be imminent. 
The gunmen pounded each 
other’s dug-in positions in the 
ruins of the former commercial 
coiter with rockets, mortars 
and machine guns the length of 
the capital’s four-mile confron­ 
tation line. 
Their gunfire echoed through 
the city’s empty streets and 
bursting rockets lit the night 
sky with flares of red and 
white. 
Arab envoys Hassan Sabry el- 
Kholy and Mohammed Hassan 
Ghoneim met almost around 
the clock with rightist and lef­ 
tist leaders to try to forge a 


negotiated peace. But leftist 
soirees said the two sides ap­ 
peared far from agreement on 
the Egyptian mediators’ sweep­ 
ing proposals. 
The plan’s chances were 
further dimmed when Ibrahim 
Koleilat, chief of the largest lef­ 
tist militia, the "Mourabi- 
toun,” said he would not be 
bound by any agreement. 
An Arab League spokesman 
said the mediators’ new plan 
called for troop withdrawals by 
all parties, including the 
Palestinians and Syria, and 
stationing Arab League troops 
in some “demilitarized zones.” 
Rightist, leftist and independ­ 
ent sources all warned that if 
the League envoys’ new peace 
plan failed, militant Christian 
forces led by Interior Minister 
Camille Chamoun wocld call 
for a “ military solution,” in- 


clubing an invasion of Moalem- 
held west Beirut. 
Sources close to Chamoun 
said the Christians have map­ 
ped out a two-pronged attack on 
west Beirut including a sweep 
across the “ green line” into the 
ruined hotel district and 
another assault south of the city 
toward the airport. 
The leftist-controlled sector 
includes the U.S. Embassy and 
most of the remaining foreign­ 
ers and diplomats. 


But a Palestinian spokesman 
said, “Such an offensive would 
be impossible. It would take far 
more strength than the isola­ 
tionists (rightists) have.” 
Western diplomats said the 
threatened assault seemed to 
be a “ maneuver of terror” 
aimed at exacting concessions 
from the leftists.

The agency said Wednesday 
while the industry is packaging 
the pills in standard bottles, it 
feared some druggists may be 
putting them into child- 
resistant bottles when they are 
resold to heart patients. 
In some cases the patient 
must have immediate access to 
the tablets to withstand the at­ 
tack. 
Nitro tablets were specifical­ 
ly exempted from the federal 
regulations which require pre­ 
scription drugs, aspirin and 
other products to be put into 
containers which children will 
have difficulty opening. 
Commission Chairman S 
John Byington, who holds 
degrees hi both law and phar­ 
macy, said he was "concerned 
about a lack of understanding 
and appreciation of the need for 
these regulations by some 
medical and pharmacy profes­ 
sionals as well as some of the 
public.” 
The agency said any person 
buying a prescription drug can 
ask the pharmacist to put it in a 
nonchi Id proof container 
The notice was prompted in 
part by an article appearing in 
a magazine which told of a 
heart patient who died with an 
unopened, child proof bottle of 
nitro pills.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States poatad its largest 
trade deficit In almost two 
years la July ss both Imports 
and exports toe fed to record 
highs, the Commerce Deport­ 
ment said today. 
In its monthly report on 
trade, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment said the nation imported 
6837.1 million more in goods 
than it exported last month. 
This represents the largest one- 
month balance of trade deficit 
since August, 1974, when the 


deficit was 8687 8 million 
Exports of U.S. goods rose 3.1 
par cent—or $306 million—to an 
all-time high in July, surpass­ 
ing the old record set a month 
earlier. However, imports of 
foreign products also bested its 
previous mark set in June by 
rising 7.5 par cent—or $756 
million.

Move to revive 'rediine' 
ban rejected by Senate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
attempt to revive «1 anti­ 
redlining home loan bill by 
amending the previously 
defeated proposal into another 
measure has been tumd back 
by the Senate. 
The Brown administration- 
supported measure was re­ 
ferred to the Rules Committee 
Wednesday after amendments 
completely changing the sub­ 
ject matter of a bill to accom­ 
modate the redlining language 
were found "not germane." 
Rules Committee Chairman 
James Mills, D-San Diego, later 
said the panel would take no ac­ 
tion on the amended measure, 
thus effectively killing it for the 
current legislative session. 
When the bill was brought up 
for floor consideration, Sen. 
Dennis Carpenter, R-Newport 
Beach, asked the Senate to rule 
on whether the amendments 
were appropriate. The vote on 
the issue was 8-24 "no." 
"If we allow this sort of thing 
to happen then we may as well 
throw out the entire committee 
process," Carpenter said of the 
change in the bill’s subject mat­ 
ter. 
The original bill (AB2168) 
sponsored by Assemblyman Art 
Torres, D-Los Angeles, dealt 
with distribution of birth con­ 


trol information at hospitals. 
But Sen. Bill Greene, D-Los 
Angeles, quietly amended As­ 
semblywoman Teresa Hughes* 
redlining bill into the Torres 
measure Monday. Ms. Hughes’ 
measure was killed earlier in 
the Senate Local Government 
Committee. 
Basically, the Hughes bill 
would have made it illegal for 
financial institutions to dis­ 
criminate in granting a home 
loan merely because the home 
was located in a low-income or 
rundown area. 
Such a practice is called 
redlining because some institu­ 
tions draw a line around certain 
areas in which they will not 
lend any money 
The Business and Transporta­ 
tion Agency has outlawed such 
a practice through administra­ 
tive action, but some groups 
wanted the rules to be made 
into law 
When the Hughes bill came 
up on the S en ate flo o r, 
Carpenter objected, saying the 
amendments did not deal with 


different from that used to get 
the coastal bill here," he said. 
Sen. John Stull, R-Escondido, 
said consideration of the bill 
would be irregular under 
Senate rules. 
"I do know if we allow this 
bill to be heard, let alone pass 
it, we might as well abandon 
the committee system," he 
said, noting the meausre had 
already been rejected by one 
committee.

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LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Police Chief Ed Davis says it 
will be about two weeks before 
the department concludes its 
investigation of reports that 
some officers had sex relations 
with teen-aged girl explorer 
scouts who joined a law en­ 
forcement program. 
"At this time we’re still 
separating the sheep from the 
goats and it would be improper 
(to comment),’’ Davis said

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly has passed a major 
reform bill designed to person­ 
alise public school instruction 
in grades seven through 12 and 
to improve students’ skills in 
reading, writing and arith­ 
metic. 
The measure, sponsored by 
state schools chief Wilson Riles 
and billed as the first major 
overhaul of junior and senior 
high school teaching in a half 
century, sailed through the As­ 
sembly on a 59-10 vote Wednes­ 
day and was returned to the 
Senate for consideration of 
amendments. 
Called the Reform of Inter­ 
mediate and Secondary Educa­ 
tion (RISE), the bill would 
require greater involvement of 
parents, teachers and students 
in developing educational pro­ 
grams 
Students also could leave the 
school grounds to earn credit in 
business internship programs. 
With the help of school ad­ 
visers, a student’s instruction 
would be tailored to fit his in­ 
dividual needs. 
Under the bill, the state 
Board of Education would 
adopt minimum standards for 
student competence in use of 
the English language and 
mathematics. Students would 
be given tests and those per­ 
forming below par would be 
given extra help. 


The bill (SB1753), authored 
by Sen. John Dunlap, D-Napa, 
would cost taxpayers an es­ 
timated 8141 million a year 
when fully implemented. The 
planning cost for the initial 
year would be $3.6 million. 


Assemblyman John Vascon- 
cellos, D-San Jose, said it was 
"an indictment" of the school 
system that "everything in this 
bill could be happening by 
itself’ without spending the ad­ 


ditional money, if adminis­ 
trators wanted to make the 
changes. 


But Vasconcellos said he sup­ 
ported the bill because "surely 
something must be done" to 
improve California’s junior and 
senior high schools, which he 
said aptly could be called 
"wastelands.” 


Assemblyman Leroy Greene, 
D-Sacramento, said the bill 
would give school boards the 
kind of prodding they under­ 
stand to make changes — 
"fiscal encouragement." 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has not taken a position on the 
bill. However, his Department 
of Finance and Legislative 
Analyst A. Alan Post oppose the 
measure on grounds it is too 
costly. 


Riles lauded the Assembly 
passage, saying: "This vote 
demonstrates to me that our 
legislators realize it’s not 
enough to wring our hands and 
criticize our junior ami senior 
high schools — we must take 
action to make them better." 


The reform program would 
be phased in over several years, 
starting with five per cent of 
the schools during the first 
year, 7Wi per cent the second 
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and 7V» per cent in the third 
year. The legislature then 
would reevaluate the program 
to determine if it should con­ 
tinue to be expanded. 


The proposal follows in the 
footsteps of Riles’ Early Educa­ 
tion Childhood Education pro­ 
gram, which used similar prin­ 
ciples of individualized in­ 
struction and parent involve­ 
ment for the early grades. 


The current proposal was 
drafted after a two-year study 
and was endorsed by the state 
Board of Education.

The new membership year 
for Garden House, a learning 
exchange in Solvang launched 
in 1973 by a group of Santa Ynez 
Valley people interested in 
sharing their talent and skill 
without consideration for 
material gain, will begin next 
Wednesday. 
Martha Brandt-Erichsen, 
membership chairman, said 
Garden House, located in a 
tree-shaded secluded spot along 
Mission Drive just east of At- 
terdag Road in the heart of the 
Solvang tourist center, typifies 
the learning exchange concept 
— one that has been spreading 
throughout the country and 
seen in the Berkeley Free 
University and Chicago Learn­ 
ing Exchange. 
She said “ the cost of private 
or public education has out­ 
stripped the pocketbooks of 
most families. Our exchange is 
attempting more and more to 
match requests for teaming 
specific subjects with people 
who can and are willing to 
teach those subjects on an ex­ 
change basis for small fees.” 
She pointed out that language 
is a frequent request and “we 
have had classes in both 
Spanish and French. A Spanish- 
English exchange is necessary 
here.” Mrs 
Brandt-Erichsen 


stated. 
“ At the Chicago exchange,” 
she noted, "a young man 
received French lessons from a 
French woman in return for the 
same period of time doing her 
garden work.” 
“This is our goal,” she con­ 
tinued. “ If you have a skill that 
you would like to teach, come 
and register with us.

Scientists jubilant over 
new Viking test on Mars 


THE BETTER HALF 


PASADENA. Calif. - It 
could be called the Curious Inci­ 
dent of the Biology Experiment 
on Mars. Sherlock Holmes 
would have loved it. 
As eve-y good Sherlockian 
knows, tie labeled sleuth 
solved a mystery because a dog 
did nothing — especially bark — 
in the nightime. 
Scientists were looking for 
just such a clue. A Viking 
biology test showed almost 
nothing and project scientists 


at Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
are excited about it. 
Dr. Norman Lorowitz said 
the experiment’s low radioac­ 
tive count, after testing steril­ 
ized soil, proved there was 
nothing there. That is exactly 
what he wanted to Hud. 
It proved that activity in an 
earlier experiment may have 
indicated some form of life. 
“ Everybody, even our chem­ 
istry-oriented skeptics — if you 
want to call them that — are ex- 
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cited about the results.’* Dr. 
Harold Klein, head of the 
biology team. said. 
The pyrolytic release experi­ 
ment looks for carbon assimila­ 
tion by microorganisms, which 
have absorbed radioactive car­ 
bon 14 fas the test. The first time 
the test was performed by the 
robot on Mars, there was a high 
radioactive count 
Tbe soil was sterilised to kill 
any organisms and the tad was 
performed again. There was a 
very low count. 
That was the curious in­ 
cident. and scientists say they 
can't explain it 
But if it had happened in an 
Earth laboratory, Horowitz 
said, they would label the 
results evidence of life. 
“If we had observed these 
results in the laboratory we 
would have concluded we bad a 
weak, but definitely positive, 
biological signal,” he said. 
“But since it corn«» from 
Mars — an entirely different 
world and one, which we don’t 
understand yet — we have to be 
very careful in how we in­ 
terpret these numbers.” 
Another test, which seeks 
organic matter in the form of 
carbon molecules, will be 
needed to verify life. 
The organ ic m olecular 
analyzer does not look for life 
itself, but the building Mocks of 
all life forms as known on 
Earth. If the carbon compounds 
are not found, scientists say, 
other indications from the 
biology experiments must be 
regarded as doubtful

Tax relief measure 
over final hurdle 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
$85 million income and property 
tax relief bill designed to aid 
the working poor and elderly 
persons has reached its last 
legislative hurdle. 
Sought by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr ., the.m easure, 
carried by Assemblyman 
Daniel Boatwright, D-Concord, 
passed the Senate Wednesday 
on a 32-0 vote without debate 
and was returned to the As­ 
sem bly for acceptance of 
amendments. 
It grants property tax relief 
for persons over the age of 62 
plus increased renter’s credits 
for the elderly. 


Under the bill, the amount a 
person could earn and not pay 
income tax would be increased 
from $4,000 to $5,000 a year for 
individuals and from $1,000 to 
$10,000 for married couples. 


During his “ state of the 
state” message, Brown called 
for the increased tax break for 
the working poor. The provision 
for the property tax relief and 
increased m iter’s credit was 
inserted into into the bill as it 
moved through the legislature 


Property tax exemptions for 
qualified persons 62 years old or 
older would be increased to a 
maximum 96 per cent of the 
first $8,500 of assesed valuation 
instead of the current $7,500 


The MU would also provide 
that the elderly could receive a 
renter’s credit as large as $2% 
a year, in addition to the stan­ 
dard $37 credit now in effect. 


The income provision would 
cost $32.5 million a year and the 
property tax relief increases 
would cost another $52 million.

Jaworski book tells Nixon 
greed for money and powerl

HOUSTON (U P I) - Richard 
Nixon’s greed for money and 
power cost him the presidency, 
form er W atergate Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski said 
in his book, The Right and the 
Power.” ^ 
Jaworski, a Houston attorney 
and former Nuernberg war 
crimes prosecutor, said Nixon 
coutd have stayed in office by 
destroying the W atergate 
tapes, but the president thought 
the recordings would be worth a 
fortune. 
’’His (Nixon’s) background 
showed him to be a man greedy 
for both money and power,” 
Jaworski said in his personal 
accoiuit of the last days of the 
Nixon White House, released 
this week. ‘‘He hoped to realise 
a fortune from them (the 
tapes).” 
Jaworski said Nixon’s down­ 
fall actually begin with his 
narrow “ traumatic” victory 
over Hubert Humphrey in 1968. 


Nixon’s landslide victory 
over George McGovern in 1972, 
in which he carried every state 
except Massachusetts, “ was 
the next step in his undoing. 
Now his hold on power was 
firm. 
“ The bombing of Cambodia 
occurred just after the election, 
in the latter days of December 
1972. By January 1973, the tapes 
showed that Nixon had begun to 
bristle over every criticism of 
the bombing. He vehemently 
denounced everyone, who failed 
to give him support, cursing 
those who had been close 
friends of years.” 
Jaworski said he lost respect 
for Nixon while listening to con­ 
versations between the presi­ 
dent and then special counsel 
C harles Colson taped in 
January, 1973. 
“ It sounded like two cheap 
ward-heelers talking in the rear 
room of a neighborhood dive,” 
he said. 


“ The president was full of 
contempt for certain congress­ 
men and close friends simply 
because they had shown a lack 
of enthusiasm for one policy or 
another. They talked of revenge 
against their enemies.” 
The prosecutor said he is 
honor-bound to withhold the ex­ 
act content of the conversa­ 
tions, which did not relate to 
Watergate, because he demand­ 
ed to listen to the tapes even 
though White House Chief of 
Staff Alexander Haig said they 
would be embarrassing to Nix­ 
on and others. 
“ Ioften wondered how Nixon 
was able to concentrate even 
briefly on the matters of state 
that begged for his attention,” 
Jaworski said. “ There he was 
in the Oval Office, day after 
day. night after night, sche­ 
ming, plotting and fin ally 
sacrificing his staff and others, 
one by one, to save himself.”

SAN FRANCTSCO (UPI) - 
in Francisco’s cable cars may 
[travel "halfway to the stars,” 
|as the song goes. 
But now they have trouble 
[even reaching the tops of the 
[city’s hills. 
For tourists it’s becoming the 
[great cable-car crisis. 
Half or more of the remain­ 
in g 39 romantic, clanging, 
rickety vehicles have been out 
of service on one day or 
another, for one reason or 
[another: 
Repair trouble. Shortage of 
I specially trained mechanics. 
I Overtime pay disputes. 
It is the height of the tourist 
season, and visitors to what has 
been called "everybody’s favor­ 
ite city” are dismayed at 
waiting an hour or more to 
board the cable cars. 
Mayor George Moscone, 
equally dismayed at the chaotic 
state of San Francisco’s most 
durable tourist attraction, 
spent a good part of Tuesday 
consulting with officials on how 
to get the cars working proper­ 
ly again. 
There may be only 39 cable 
ca r s, and ju st a dosen 
mechanics to maintain them, 
but this dty derives much of its 
income from tourist attractions 
which include the cable lines. 
There have been moves to 
abandon the cable cars and 
replace them with modern, 
more economical motor coa­ 
ches. But voters have beaten 
back each attempt that suggest­ 
ed the cars were port of a 
vanishing breed. 


Frieda Klussmann, who long 
has rallied support against at­ 
tempts to cut bach on the vehi­ 
cles or their service, said: 
"They are San Francisco — 
those little cable cars.” 
A spokesman for the Munici­ 
pal Railway, which runs the 
cars, said Tuesday: 
"Operation of the cars is 
frozen into the city charter. 
Practically any change has to 
be voted on by the people.” 
The cable cars are handcraft­ 
ed, and spare parts have to be 
made right here. 
There are only a dozen or so 
specially trained mechanics, 
and when som e are not 
available for even a short time, 
as has happened lately, the 
system can go awry. 
The story of the cable cars 
began on the foggy San Fran­ 
cisco morning of Aug. 2,1873. 
A mining engineer named 
Andrew Hallidie, revolted by 
the sight of slipping horses 
breaking their legs as they 
tugged conveyances up the 
hills, invented cable cars. 
With the first car poised at 
the top of a hill the inventor 
took over the controls and 
brought it down in a successful 
run. 
Within 20 years, there were 
nine lines totaling 115 miles of 
track. 
More than 500 cars were 
operated by 1,500 men, and at 
their peak the cars carried 70 
million passengers a year. 
Now they are antiquated and 
as Frieda Klussmann has said: 
"Nobody loves cable cars but 
the people.”

devise a plan to acquire the por­ 
tion of the property on which 
the corner of the Courthouse is 
located. The Old Lincoln 
Memorial Commission operaes 
the Courthouse as a museum 


"It appears to me the state to 
going to have to step in to solve 
this problem,” said Finance 
Board Member Frank Macalu- 
ao. 
Billy the Kid gunned down 
two guards in the daring escape 
from the jail in April 18*1. 
. Bullets he fired from his six- 


shooter on that day are still im­ 
bedded in the thick adobe walls 
of the two-story Courthouse 


Representatives of the Capi­ 
tan School Board told the state 
Finance Board they had talked 
with the Old Lincoln Memorial 
Commission about the possibili­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
experience in Monroe County, 
New York is a true yardstick, 
there may be a quarter of a 
million more persons suffering 
from schizophrenia in the 
United States by 1965. 
Dr. Morton Kramer, director 
of epidemiology for the Nation­ 
al Institute of Mental Health, 
estim ates that there were 
975,000 people suffering from 
the most common of serious 
mental illnesses in 1970. He 
calculates that figure will grow 
to 1,248,000 by 1985. 
Kramer reported his findings 
at a recent international con­ 
ference (Hi schizophrenia at the 
University of Rochester and 
emphasized his figures were 
hypothetical extensions of data 
from a unique psychiatric case 
register in Monroe County. 
Kramer said the register is 
the only solid data collection 
operation of its kind and scope 
in the United States. It counts 
every case of treated mental il­ 
lness in the county, records 
their diagnosis, age, sex, race, 
socioeconomic status, marital 
status and applies to a clearly 
defined population group. 
Monroe County had a popula­ 
tion of 711,820 in 1970. Forty- 
five per cent were white males, 
48 per cent white females, 3 per 
cent nonwhite males and 4 per 
cent nonwhite females. 
There were 3,319 cases of 
schizophrenia being treated in 
1970 in the county, including 485 
new cases of the illness 
diagnosed that year. The rate 
broke down to .74 case per 1,000 
white males, .54 per 1,000 white 
females, 1.6 cases per 1,000 non­ 
white males and 1.22 for 
white females 


The Monroe figures show that 
there are very low rates of the 
disease among persons under 18 
but that there is a sharp in­ 
crease in schizophrenia among 
people between the ages of 20 
and 34. There are low rates for 
people over 55. 
Kramer raised some ques­ 
tions about the higher statisti­ 
cal incidence of schizophrenia 
for blacks and said studies are 
needed to see if the disease was 
overdiagnosed in nonwhites. 
But he took the Monroe 
figures as they are and then ex­ 
tended them to the overall U. S. 


population to come up with the 
estimates for the number of 
cases in the nation in 1970. The 
estimates considered such fac­ 
tors as sex, race and age dif­ 
ferences. The 1985 estimates 
were reached by using govern­ 
ment census figures projecting 
the nation’s population to that 
year. 


"These hypothetical esti­ 
mates have important implica­ 
tions for the planning of ser­ 
vices to meet the needs of 
persons suffering from schi­ 
zophrenia and the manpower 


that will be required to do 
this,” Kramer said. 
Although the figures are just 
estimates, he said "it cannot be 
emphasized too strongly that 


the number of new cases of 
schizophrenia will continue to 
increase until research pro­ 
duces the knowledge needed to 
prevent their occurrence.”

Branca's fastball to fame

White sea bass hit in Santa Barbara

There are only three events in our time that everyone 
remembers where he was when he first heard the news,” 
says Ralph Branca today. 
“ Pearl Harbor is one. John Kennedy’s assassination is 
another. And the third? The third is Bobby Thomson’s home 
run off me.’’ 
The first two were tragedies of international magnitude: 
the third is usually associated with the indomitability of thè 
human spirit, unless perhaps you were a Brooklyn Dodger 
fan — or the Dodger pitcher in the Polo Grounds that fateful 
fall afternoon in 1951. 
It is 25 years ago this October: the Dodgers had been 
leading the second place New York Giants in the National 
League pennant race by IS and a half games in mid-August. 
They seemed uncatchable. But the Giants then began the 
most dazzling comeback in baseball history and tied the 
Dodgers at season’s end. A three-game playoff ensured. 
They split the first two. 
In the ninth inning of the deciding game, the Dodgers led 4- 
1. The Giants were at bat in the bottom of the ninth. 
Don Newcombe, the Dodger pitcher, gave up a single, 
another single — then a pop out — but then a one-run double. 
4-2, two men on and Bobby Thomson comes to the plate. 
Ralph Branca, a husky 6-3 right-hander, is brought in from 
the Brooklyn bullpen. His first pitch is a strile. His second 
pitch was a high inside fastball. Thomson, the lean Scot, 
swung and the ball drifted high toward left field. 
“He outguessed me,’’ recalls Branca, “and then I didn’t 
have my good mustard on the pitch. But I watched the ball 
and it had a lot of overspin and it was sinking and I thought it 
might stay in the ballpark. But the fence was only about 300 
feet from the plate. Bobby and I are friends today, we 
sometimes even see each other socially. He admits it was a 
Chinese homer.” 
There is on tape today the voice of Giant broadcaster, 
Russ Hodges, screaming — SCREAMING — above the giant 
din of the wild crowd, “The Giants win the pennant! The 
Giants win the pennant!” 
A New York writer wrote: “ ...When Thomson reached 
first base he turned and looked toward the left field stands. 
Then he started jumping straight up in the air, again and 
again. Then he trotted around the bases, taking his time. 
“ Ralph Branca turned and started for the clubhouse. The 
number on his uniform looked huge. Thirteen.” 
Ralph Branca is now 50 years old, an insurance broker liv­ 
ing in White Plains, New York. He has a generous nose, ex­ 
pansive face and mellow demeanor He rides a stationary

bicycle at home for exercise now He participated in Old 
Timers Day game at Yankee Stadium recently and wore a 
Dodgers’ uniform; the blue cap bore the white insigna 
"L A." instead of the old “ B” for Brooklyn. But the number 
on the back of his uniform is still “ 13.” 
“The number never bothered me. I never felt I was un 
lucky with it.” Branca said in the carpeted Yankee 
clubhouse “ I got the number when I was a rookie in 1944. 
The clubhouse man said that it was the only uniform my siae, 
but that if I was superstitious he could change the number on 
the back 


“Weil. I thought it might be lucky I’m one of 13 kids in the 
family And I was always the kind to defy superstition I’d 
walk under a ladder, or step on a sidewalk line. 


“It didn’t bother me in my early years in the big leagues. I 
won 20 games in a season before 1 was 21 years old. Only six 
pitchers in history ever did that. Can you name them'’

“They were Bobby Feller — everyone gets that one — and 
Wes Farrell, Lefty Gomez, Christy Mathewson — they called 
him ‘The Bix Six,’ and me. That’s five Number six? Babe 
Ruth! That’s right. He was a helluva pitcher, and to be in 
that kind of company, well... 
"In the spring of 1952, I went to training camp and the 
clubhouse man handed me uniform number 12. I was livid. 
But the club prevailed upon me. In those days, ballplayers 
didn’t have the strength of independence with owners they 
have today. 
“Things were beginning to go bad now. I hurt my arm in a 
freak accident in an exhibition game in Japan with the 
Dodgers over that winter. I was traded to Detroit the next 
season and I wound up my career after 1956 at age 31. 
“ I won 88 games in my career, which isn’t so bad, and lost 
68. (After 1954, however, Branca won only 12 games while 
losing 12). But today, all anybody remembers is that pitch I 
threw to Thomson. They call it ‘The hit heard ’round the 
world.’ And they say it was the Miracle at Coogan’s Bluff.’ 
“Thomson and I kid about it. I tell him I made him a hero. 
He tells me he made me famous And I guess he did. I think 
it’s been a big help, for example, in my business. I call on 
somebody and they immediately know me. They want to talk 
baseball. 


“Sure it used to be painful. But I didn’t suffer that Ion 
with the memory, maybe five years. Ten at the most. As 
get more mature, I was able to place it in perspective. 
“ My friends really bled for me, though. They ask people 
who criticize me, ‘Who would you say the manager was going 
to bring in at that crucial moment, his best pitcher or his 
worst?” ’ 


“ No. it’s not disheartening. I feel it’s a plus that I’m a part 
of history, that I was involved in such a memorable moment. 
People are always coming up to me and saying, I was walk­ 
ing down 187th street when it happened. Or, I was in the ser­ 
vice in Korea and I heard it on the radio... One entertainer, a 
well known singer, told me he was in the process of losing his 
virginity when he heard the homer.”

For the first time this year, 
white sea bass have been spot­ 
ted and hooked out of Santa 
Barbara Sea Landing. 
Because of the difficulty of 
hauling the sea bass in only 
about one in four hooked are 
eventually boated. Despite this 
poor average, one Santa Bar­ 
bara woman wrestled a 19- 
pounder up to the boat with a 
little fold-up freshwater trout 
pole. 
Rockfishing out of Sea 
Landing is still a sure thing, 
with ocean whitefish still 
dominating the catch on the 
trips to Santa Rosa Island. 
Out of Port San Luis the story 
is still alba core and this week 
has been the most productive of 
the season. 
The average size is about 20 
pounds, and the top end peeked 
at 35 pounds. Due to heavy 
fishing pressure, any albacore 
fisherman must have reserva­ 
tions. San Luis Sportfishing will 
be getting another boat 
September 11 to go out on the 
albacore trips which leave at 1 
a.m.. 


The catfishing is getting bet- 
ter every day at Lake 
Cachuma. The average went up 
to ten pounds a fish with the 
biggest of the week going 19.5 
pounds. The best bait is still cut 
mackaral and usually late even­ 
ing brings the best results. 
Trout fishing is good for the 
third week in a row. They’re 
still down close to 85 feet and 
trolling .with needlefish in front 
of lead core line is the best way 
to get them. The 85 foot depth 
has one advantage, — you can 
fish any time of day because it 
is always dark that far down. 
The bluegill and redear are 
being caught in Jackrabbit 
Flats, the area right in front of 
the marina. 
Fishing is mediocre at Lopez 
Lake with bluegill taking up 
most of the anglers’ time. The 
trout fishing is very poor 
despite heavy spring planting. 
Catfish, crappie and bass are 
all concentrating around the 
shady areas of the lake, trying 
to beat the heat. 
California will have a 93-day 
waterfowl hunting season, with 
a daily bag limit of seven birds 


a day, 14 in possession. In the 
northeastern zone, open 
seasons are fixed to coincide

Grant given for monkey toys 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Mon­ 
keys get bored in zoo cages, and 
a university psychologist here 
is so worried about their psy­ 
chological health he’s thinking 
up ways to busy and amuse the 
primates. 
Christopher Parker, profes­ 
sor of psychology at San Diego 
State University has been 
studying primates at the nearby 
San Diego Zoo for 20 years — 
“and I was using them for my 
own purposes,” he freely ad­ 
mits. 
But now he’s experimenting 
with toys for monkeys to help 
them relieve the boredom he 


says is inevitable-» long as, 
monkeys are kept in what he 
refers to as “solitary con­ 
finement.” 
With a »1,500 grant coaxed 
from a reluctant zoo board, 
Chistopher has been buying 
marine hardware and assorted 
ropes, nets and buoys — trying 
to find the right combination 
for the right species of 
monkeys. 
But finding the right kind of 
objects, Parker says Is “like 
trying to come up with dry 
water.” 
He lists some of the criteria: 
the items must be indestructi-

ble, nontoxic, without sharp 
edges or projections, too large 
to fit into drains or tobe ejected 
from cages, small enough to 
carry, easy to clean...and on 
and on. 


Parker also has to make cer­ 
tain he doesn’t give the 
monkeys something they can 
use to escape frbm their open 
display areas. 
Ropes are fun for most 
primates, but they quickly un­ 
ravel them — and Parker has 
resorted to tough nylon 
mountain-climbing rope which 
is holding out. He’s found that 
tuna-fishing nets, twisted brio 
ropes, are practically inde­ 
structible and offer e lot of 
diversion. 


Some of Parker’s best ideas 
are short-lived. 


Huge marine floats tethered 
to a rope attracted a lot of 
monkey interest — but within 2 
1-2 hours a »28 float was 
deflated to a twisted maw of 
plastic. The same thing hap­ 
pened to one of those tough 
nylon boat bumpers — designed 
to withstand great pressure 
between boat and dock. Within 
15 minutes the »17 object was 
wrecked 


According to Parker the 
orangutans are the most 
destructive of the primates — 
“they’re the supreme test...if 
an item holds up there, it will 
work anywhere.” 


Such simple items as burlap 
bags, nylon laundry bags and 
shredded paper provide hours 
of amusement to monkeys. But 
that quickly runs into one of the 
restrictions Parker has set for 
himself — he doem’t want to 
use anything that is readily 
recognizable as manmade be­ 
cause it would look too much 
like discarded junk. Othewise 
automobile tires might be very 
interesting to the monkeys.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
three-man team of American 
spring wheat experts back from 
a three-week tour of the Soviet 
Union was not allowed to see all 
the areas It wanted to inspect 
but it made an “adequate” 
tour, Agriculture Department 
officials said. 
The team, headed by Exten­ 
sion Service specialist Arthur 
Shaw of Montana State Univer­ 
sity, outlined its findings to 
reporters at a briefing Tuesday. 
Shaw said a tour through 
some normally dry regions of 
the eastern part of the vast 
Soviet Union — regions which 
grow mainly spring wheat and 
other spring-planted grains — 
turned up evidence that yields 
were “average to above avera­ 
ge ” 
Officials said this and other 
evidence indicated that 1976 
grain production prospects in 
the eastern Soviet Union have 
improved since a month ago, 
although excessive rain has 
reduced prospacts in western 
Soviet areas. 
Shaw said he and his two 
colleagues on the touring team 
did not see any extensive areas 
of drought. But, he noted 
carefully, the team asked to see 
the Pavlodar district which 
reportedly has suffered from 
drought and was told it could 
not be arranged. 
When the visiting Americans 
asked about Soviet conditions in 
the dry regions they couldn’t 
see, they were told crops were 
“average.” 
But Shaw said he was given 
the same answer to similar 
questions during a spring wheat 
inspection tour last year and 
later found yields in the areas 
he asked about had fallen below 
normal. 
Assistant Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Richard Bell, however, as­ 
sured reporters that although 
the U.S. team could not get per­ 
mission to rearrange the 
Sovteteet tour itinerary, offi­ 
cials here considered the selec­ 
tion of eastern Soviet areas 
shown to the group was 


“adequate.” 
“We were prepared to call 
the team back if we were not 
satisfied with the schedule, hut 
we decided it was (adequate),” 
Bell said. > 
Two years ago, a team of 
American spring wheat experts 
sent to Russia returned without 
ever leaving Moscow when it 
refused to accept a tour 
itinerary which officials decid­ 
ed would not give them a fair 
picture of Soviet conditions. 
That didn’t happen this time. 
But, Bell noted, Soviet officiate 
dealing with visiting delega­ 
tions “always take care to see 
they stay on the right side of the 
river where crops are better.” 
Anyway, he said, the team’s 
on-the-spot observation of Sovi­ 
et grain conditions is not the 
only piece of information 
available to experts here who 
piece together government 
forecasts of Soviet crop 
prospects — estimates which 
are important clues to total 
world grain conditions and the 
overall outlook for crop sup­ 
plies and farm and food prices. 


Bell said the visiting team 
reports are uaed “basically as 
confirmation” of information 
gathered from continous satel­ 
lite monitoring and weather 
reports. The satellite and 
weather information, he noted, 
had already shown some Im­ 
provement in cr6p prospects in 
the area visited by the U.S. 
team. 
The official said Agriculture 


Department estimates prepar­ 
ing a revised forecast of total 
Soviet grain production due for 
release today were working 
with the touring team’s detailed 
report plus new “satellite im­ 
agi” data and other informa­ 
tion. 
The satellite and weather 
reports, Bell noted, also have 
indicated that while prospects 
were improving in the normal- 


ly-dry area visited by the team 
of spiring wheat experts, excess 
rains in July have reduced 
prospects in western European 


areas which were visited 
earlier in the summer by a 
team of American winter wheat 
specialists.

Assemblyman Gary Hart 
has a measure, AB 3408, 
before the governor for 
signature that makes sense to 
us. 
The bill was authored by 
Hart, a former school teacher, 
to stiffen standards that will 
aid in the guarantee that a 
high school student who is 
awarded a diploma is compe­ 
tent in reading, writing and 
mathematics.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Somoza's like 
his father 


WASHINGTON - A year ago, we 
named Anastaaio Somoza, the barrel- 
bellied dictator of Nicaragua, the 
world’a greediest ruler. 
The sad truth is that the United States 
government has provided the ladder 
from his ascent to this dubious pinnacle. 
Somosa runs Nicaragua as if it were 
his private estate. 
Through his family 
and flunkies, he owns 
or controls virtually 
every profitable in­ 
dustry, institution and 
service in the country. 
He also owns most of 
the land they sit on. 
H is 
enormous 
wealth has been 
squeezed out of his im­ 
poverished subjects, 
whose average p iy is 
30 cents an hour. Tliey 
lie in shacks and teeming slums and eke 
out a living as best they can while the Big 
Banana stashes his millions in foreign 
banks. 
The dictator maintains his power by 
fostering the myth that he has the full 
support of the big boys in Washington. 
He leads his people to believe that any 
attempt to dislodge him would bring 
back the U.S. Marines, who have already 
occupied the country twice in this cen­ 
tury. 
Not only do American officials let him 
get away with this but they have sub­ 
sidized the Somozas’ regime for 40 years 
with a steady flow of foreign aid. In the 
past 30 years the American taxpayers 
have donated over a quarter of a billion 
dollars to the tiny Central American 
republic 
The money was pumped into 
Nicaragua even though the U.S. 
authorities knew all along they were

Among other things, Baldwin charged 
Somoza was ripping off road-building 
funds, naming an illegal sweepstakes 
operation, maintaing a protection racket 
among miners, and taking kickbacks on 
cattle exports. The Nicaraguan govern­ 
ment, Baldwin wrote, is “ ridden from 
top to bottom with graft.”

Classified documents, which have long 
been gathering dust la government 
vaults, outline how the current dictator's 
father stuffed his personal coffers at the 
expense of his countrymen. The picture 
they paint reveals that the man who oc­ 
cupies the throne today, Anastaaio 
Somoza Debay le. is a carbon copy of his 
father, Anastasio Somoza Garcia. 
Here are some highlights: 


— In a “Strictly Confidential” cable 
dated April 11,1939, the U.S. ambassador 
to Nicaragua, Meredith Nicholson, 
reported complaints of a “continuing 
campaign of violence by the (National 
Guard) to the suppression of persons 
critical of the President.” His infor­ 
mants, wrote Nicholson, "placed the 
figure of political deaths at the un­ 
believable total of a thousand a month ” 
If his sources were to be believed, said 
Nicholson, “ the country as a whole is one 
great political prison.” 


— According to his informants, said 
Nicholson, “ the President makes free 
use of the Guardia and of government 
property to carrying on his extensive cat­ 
tle and dairy enterprises.” He had one 
report, the ambassador wrote, that 


— The President was short of farm 
laborers, stated Baldwin. Thus, “ Every 
man who is unable to produce a state­ 
ment of employment it being accused of 
vagabondage and, in this year of our 
Lord 1939, impressed into jail service ... 
or permitted to leave to harvest ocffee” 
on Somoza's plantations. 


— In May, 1939, Somoza had made a 
state visit to Washington, where he was 
royally received by President Franklin 
Roosevelt. While on that trip, wrote 
Baldwin, Somoza received “a total of 
$145,000 from the coffers of the state.” 
This, it must he remembered, was dur­ 
ing a time of world depression After his 
return from the United States, cabled 
Baldwin, Somoza “ shamelessly ex­ 
ploited the prestige accruing from his 
reception there aa representing as­ 
surances of direct support from the 
American government.” 


— Ambassador Nicholson found 
Somoza personally repugnant, his cables 
reveal. Although Somoza was a man of 
“pleasing personality,” wrote the am­ 
bassador. he is “ without stability of opi­ 
nion as to anything foreign to his selfish 
aims ... Culturally he is a cipher, but he 
is clever enough to hide his deficiencies 
... It may be said that he sees in 
democracy only a device for the easy 
domination of his country, with abundant 
opportunities for plunder to the strains of 
the national anthem ... His anecdotal 
range Is limited to smutty stories which 
he relates with keen enjoyment... Presi­ 
dent Somoza's vanity is expressed in the 
rather guady uniform he wears on ail oc­ 
casions, even at private dinners It can­ 
not be denied that his warrior’s harness 
is becoming...” 


KANSAS CITY — It was a famous vic­ 
tory but what it means for the future of 
the Republican Party, or far more im­ 
portant, for the future of the nation, is 
highly doubtful. For almost everything 
that was said here in Kansas City was a 
loud, nostalgic echo of the past. 
That was the thrust of the platform — 
which 
even 
its 
authors, who ladled in 
the f a m ilia r old 
platitudes — were 
ready to concede 
would be forgotten 
before the ink was dry. 
Behind all the hoopla 
that was the essence 
of the tragedy as it 
reflects the uncertain 
future of a viable two- 
party system. 
Jimmy Carter would 
hardly have believed 
be would be so lucky. For the amount of 
time devoted to him to the floods of 
oratory that rolled over the Kemper 
Arena almost equaled that which he got 
in Madison Square Garden for the 
Democrats who nominated him as their 
candidate. 
The unexpressed hope was that Carter, 
six months ago a total unknown, will 
defeat himself or that the divisions 
within his own party will be self- 
defeating. 
That, in my opinion, is a vain hope. 
Destiny may intervene to any of various 
forms. But Carter cannot be counted on 
to do himself to. The primaries have sur­ 
ely demonstrated that. 
It is perhaps unreasonable to expect a 
party so deeply divided to come up at 
this stage with a program, or even for 
that matter a concept, for the future. But 
to the campaign to come after Labor Day 
running against New Dealism — the 
Democrats as big spenders and all the 
other tired cliches — simply will not be 
enough. 
Both at home ami abroad too many 
crucial issues must be resolved in one 
way or another. And there is a truly Con­ 
servative point of view that the 
Republican party could articulate. 
To parrot free enterprise is futile. The 
relationship between government and 
the structure of the great corporations 
that have such a solid grip on the 
economy has never been rationalized. 
As one corporation after another, 
almost without exception, reports record 
profits unemployment continues to stand 
at just below 8 per cent of the work 
force. 
True — as Republican orators said — 
more Americans are gainfully employed 
than ever before. Ibis is not, however, a 
sufficient answer to the desperate plight 
of the urban ghettos where the jobless 
rate among the young runs as high as 35 
per cent to 40 per cent and blind gang 
violence seems the alternative to 
idleness. 
The cancer of welfareism must be 


dealt with and it is just hare that the 
party, or certainly this convention, must 
stare down the ghosts of the recent past. 
Tiptoeing past the Nixon graveyard was 
an exercise in caution and circumlocu­ 
tion testing the talents of the convention 
orators. 
This is part of the misfortune of the 
Watergate years. Early on in his first ad­ 
ministration when Richard Nixon 
believed he could shape a new national 
majority, he came up with the concept of 
a negative income doing away with 
welfare handouts. It was inadequate and 
shortlived but it pointed the way to a de­ 
cent solution. 
The brutal fact is that it is not a Ford 
administration but the remnants of a 
Nixon administration that presides in 
Washington. To have faced this 
courageously with a recitation of the 
demonstrable assets of the Nixon years 
prior to the debacle of Watergate might 
have been wiser than putting a blindfold 
on the past. 
Hie irony is that a considerable part of 
the delegates, most of the Reagan ele­ 
ment above all, wanted to exorcise the 
positive accomplishments of the past 
typified by China, the easing of tensions 
with the Soviet Union and Henry Kis-

singer. It was expressed by one outsize 
Texan delegate wearing a red felt vest 
emblazoned with “ Kissinger Loves The 
Kremlin.” 
The gap between our lack of political 
skill and our productive capacity is 
epitomized here to Kansas City, the 
heartland of America. It may not be a 
record crop year, but it will be close to it 
and this depot through which moves so 
much of the food to feed both the nation 
and the world is a symbol of the richness 
of a rich nation. 


The proud past is hero, too. In the 
Nelson Gallery of Art is a collection of 
Chinese treasures that is the envy of 
every museum in the world. Beginning 
with the bronzes of the 12th century and 
9th centuries B.C., here is the flux of 
time and the delegates who found a mo­ 
ment to visit the gallery must have 
wondered how long a stogie word spoken 
hero would survive. 
How often it has been said that a list 
can be drawn up out of business, science, 
education of a thousand men far more 
capable of the presidency than anyone 
now in sight. But the political system 
simply gives them no opening or the 
harsh.rigors of Demos repels them. 


Voice of law enforcement 


California Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger seemed a little nervous when he 
faced news media at a press conference 
in Pismo Beach Tuesday. Perhaps it was 
the unknown, the uncertainty. A press 
conference is like that sometimes. 
In this case, a man from a radio sta­ 
tion to Pismo Beach questioned Younger 
closely about a local 
political situation that 
had led to charges of 
corruption along the 
waterfront.. 
Younger was sym­ 
pathetic, but kept in­ 
sisting that the way to 
pursue charges of cor­ 
ruption was to work 
through the local 
sheriff and district at­ 
torney. He said that 
was the proper course 
as long as there is not 
a breakdown of law enforcement, and he 
emphasized that law enforcement to the 
area was functioning. 
This reporter asked Younger if to his 
view judges to the tri-county area were 
too permissive, and specifically, were 
the judges to Santa Barbara County too 
easy on drug pushers. He didn’t answer 
directly, but said that until a recent bill 
was passed mandating prison terms for 
pushers, 80 per cent of them managed to 
escape prison.

Later, Younger addressed a gathering 
of police chiefs and sheriffs from the tri­ 
county area, telling them about current 
legislation and the servioes his office 
provided for law enforcement agencies. 
“ We’re like the quartermaster,” he told 
the officers, “you charge the beaches 
and we provide the backup services.” 
As he spoke, he warmed to the occa­ 
sion, flashing the poise he’s become 
noted for. This reporter recalls the suc­ 
cessful campaign he waged some years 
ago for the district attorney’s job in Lot 
Angeles County. He spoke on a couple of 
occasions at the Greater Los Angeles 
Press Club, where he faced literally bat­ 
teries of reporters and cameramen. 
He was always the picture of poise, the 
well-informed candidate. All that 
translated into a powerful vote-getting 
power at the polls. 
After that initial nervousness Tuesday, 
he was his old self, arguing with some 
vigor the constitutionality of California’s 
death penalty statute and drawing a hard 
line against criminals and for mandatory 
prison sentences. 
Associates called him “ general" and it 
was obvious that hero was a figure of 
groat power and at the same time a 
figure of logic and directness. “ People to 
law enforcement never said the death 
penalty would deter all murders,” he 
said, and added that 
under that cir­ 
cumstance it would be worth it.

The machine whirred and clanked, 
lights blinked as though a computer were 
giving his instructions to the 
mechanism, and then out came some 
delicious smelling coffee, just the right 
shade of brown and probably, he sur­ 
mised, with just the right taste of

to drop a cup to receive the coffee. 


“This 
thing is so automatic that it even drinks 
the coffee for you!”
